a horse and buggy, saying he desir- 
ed to make a business trip to 
the 


southern part of the city. 


Fifty minutes later the attendants, 


in the stable were startled to 
see 


the horse walk into ihe stabk- with 
the lines tied about the whip and 
Black seated erect in the seat, blood 
streaming down his face and 
ins 


body securely wrapped in the blau- 
ke: of the buggy. 


Black 
was taken 
to a hospital, 


where he died an 
hour later. 
He 


was unconscious when taken from 
the buggy and never regained con- 
sciousness. He had been shot :n the 
forehead and the ball 
had 
passed 
through his brain. 


Black was seen in the buggy nbon? 
a mile from the stable. 
This was 


in the southwestern section of the 
city. Xobody in 
the 
vicinity 
had 


heard the shot. 


It is believed the murder was com- 


mitted in a lonely spot just outside 
the city. 


At first it was thought that rob- 


bery might have been the motive for 
the murder, but this was disprov&n 
this morning.

A Coin In the Sea. 


A coin dropped into the sea will sink 


to the bottom, however deep it is, ow- 
inar to the fact that the metal is hearier 
than the volume of water it displaces.
